Company Left Without Property. 

It is alleged that in Fébruary, 1910, aft- 
er the incorporation of the Bremen 
Theater Co., with an alleged paid up cap- 
jtal stock of $30,000, Edward Scholl and 
Theodore Klingen agreed to assign the 
13-year lease on the lot at Twentieth 
street and Bremen avenue to the the- 
ater company in exchange for its entire 
capital stock. This proposition was ac- 
cepted by resolution of the board of 
directors, it is alleged, but the lease has 
never been assigned or

It is also alleged that Scholl, Feb. 17, 
1910, representing himself as the owner 
of the ground, took out a building per- 
mit to construct a $10.000 building there- 


ron, and that later another permit author- 


izing an additional $12,000 worth of work 
was taken out in the name of the the- 
ater company. 

The original capital stock was in 
shares of $100 each, it is alleged, but 
this was changed to make the par value 
of the stock $% a share. The shares were 
sold to a large number of persone Iiv- 
ing in the northern end of the city, ft 
is alleged: Lewis, who filed the suit, 
owns 320 shares of the capital stock. 

It is also set forth that Edward Scholl, 
Crawford and H. EB. Aitken, as officials 
of the company, borrowed $5000 from a 
bank on a note of the theater company, 
for the construction of an airdome.. It 
is alleged that the airdome was used 
largely for the benefit of the individual 
directors, and not for the benefit of the 


/ company, and that the note has. not been 


paid, but.is outstanding as an obligation 
of the theater company. 

Tt is also alleged that the theater 
management entered into a contract 
whereby the O. T. Crawford Vaudeville 
Exchange was to. furnish ‘exclusively 
all the vaudeville acts presented~ on 
its stage, and that excessive sums were 
paid for this service. tI is also claimed 
that no records of the salaries of ac- 
tors has ever been kept, and also no 
records of receipts and expenditures.

COALING OF EITEL 
CONTINUES UNDER 
A STRONG GUARD 


German Raider Either Will In- 
terne or Make Dash to Sea 
Within a Short Time. 


NEWPORT NEWS, Va.,. April 1— 
Activity continued today on board and 
about the German converted cruiser 
Prinz LEitel Friedrich, whose three 
weeks’ stay at the shipyard dock here is 
expected to be terminated within a ve:y 
brief time, either by a dash to sea 
through the squadron of Anglo-French 
warships lying in wait for her outside 
the Virginia capes, or by interning until 
the close of the war. 

Coaling of the vessel under super- 
vision of officers of the United States 
Navy, which began late yesterday and 
continued throughout the night, had not 
been completed today anc there still was 
a considerable part of the 1600 tons of 
fuel to be taken ahoard. 

That Commander Thierechens was not 
preparing to move his ship immediately 
at least, was apparent early today be- 
cause the vessel was known to have 
only reserve boilers in action. Smoke 
was coming from only one of the ship's 
funnels. ; 

Soldiers from Fortress Monroe guard 
the Eitel’s pier in the James River and 
a navy launch from the American battle- 
ship Alabama patrols the waters ad- 
jacent to the sea raider. 

That Commander Thierichsens has no 
intention of leaving his neutral refuge 
for some days:at least, despite the fact 
that hurried coaling of the Prinz Eitel 
indicated a purpose to go, was authori- 
tatively learned here today and it also 
became known that he is negotiating 
for supplies. It is probable that quan- 
tities sufficient for a 15 days’ voyage 
will be taken aboard next Sunday. Sup- 
plies for a trip to the nearest German 
port have been asked for by the com- 
mander, and under the neutrality laws 
will be permitted to go aboard. 

The chief reason for sending American 
military forces to guard the German 
cruiser is because anonymous threats 
to blow up the ship have been received 
within the last few days. 


American Note on Destruction of the 
Frye Sent to Berlin. 
WASHINGTON, April 1.—The Amer- 
ican note to Germany over the de- 
struction of the American sailing 
ship William P. Frye, by the German 
raider Prinz Bitel Friedrich, has been: 
dispatched to Berlin, Acting Secre- 
tary Lansing of the State Department 
said today the note would be made 
public here as soon as it had had 
time to reach its destination. 
The representations concern only the 
vessel and do not discuss the question 
of cargo, which the State Department is 
satisfied was not American owned. The 
note contends there was no justification 
for the sinking of the Frye; that a neu- 
tral vessel carrying a cargo of wheat 
not confessedly contraband, was sunk 
when a release of the vessel would have 
involved no vital consequences to the 
Prinz Eitel Friedrich. 
The ship’s papers and Commander 
Thierichsen's report of the case were 
sent three weeks ago by mail to Berlin 
by the embassy here. It was learned 
that the German Ambassador had rec- 
ommended the reimbursement of the 
owners of the Frye for its full value.

To bring this 
about the Government must have an act 
of Parliament passed. 

It is pointed out that to prohibit the 
sale of liquor only in the _ localities 
where men are engaged in the manu- 
facture of munitions would cause 4a 
great outcry and that aside from total 
prohibition apparently the only way oi 
dealing with the matter is a further 
curtailment in the hours of sale. Some 
persons favor prohibiting the sale of 
spirits, but allowing the sale of beer and 
wine, It is understood, however, that 
the leaders in this matter would not be 
satisfied except with the most stringent 
restrictions.

The Chinese offered to waive en- 


tirely the question of Chinese juris- 
diction over Japanese immigrants to 
South Manchuria, except in cases in- 
volving land ownership. M. Hioki, the 
Japanese Minister, undertook to sub- 
mit this proposal to Tokio. . 

The question of the jurisdiction of 
the Hanyehpang Mining Co. was not 
reopened today. 

Articles II, III, IV and V of Group 
Five were presented without any offer 
of modification by Japan. These arti- 
cles provide for the ownership of land 
by Japanese in the interior China; for 
the employment of Japanese policemen 
on certain designated Chinese police 
forces; that China purchase munitions 
of war from Japan’‘and that China grant 
Japan certain railroad concessions in 
the eastern portion of the central part 
of the republic. 

The Japanese advanced the argument 
that they wished to unify the system: 
of arms now used throughout. China 
which today is made up of medley of in- 
numerable patterns. They also say that 
China would benefit by an increase: 
number of schools (as provided for in 
Article II) and that they were onlv 
asking privileges which other nations 
enjoy.

TOKIO, Japan, Mareh 27, delayed in 
transmission.—-The American Govern- 
ment’s note recently forwarded to Tokio 
concerning negotiations now in progress 
between the Japanese and Chinese Gov- 
ernments, dwelt lengthily and in par- 
ticular, according to reliable informa- 
tion, on three points in the demands 
made by Japan on China.

April 1.—Will Paris’ nights of terror soom be repeated im London? Will the 
Zeppelin chill spread through the British metropolis again? 

London is subject to bombardment by the 4eppelins. 

I have it in writing from both the German general staff and the admir- 


alty—namely, that there is nothing 


national agreements against it. 


The standpoint taken Is that London 
is a “‘defended” city, that a bom bard- 
ment by Zeppelins would constitute no 
violation of the laws of war—written or 
unwritten—any more than if London 
were under the guns of the German 
army or navy; that docks, shipyards, 
arsenals, barracks, railway stations, 
Government buildings, military estab- 
lishments, buildings where aerial guns 
are mounted, ete., are by all the laws 
of war proper: targets for the Zeppelins. 


Plans Still a Secret. 

Whether a fleet of Zeppelins will or 
will not be sent over, London is another 
question and a mifitary secret into 
which one may ngt attempt to pry. 
Much will depend/ upon the turn of 
events the war wil] take. But whether 
they do bombard /or not, the German 
authorities insist it is within their mili- 
tary rights. 

In answer to thy request for a state: 
ment, from a military standpoint, as to 
whether London could be bombarded 
from the air within the laws of war, the 
following memorandum was given to 
me, entitled, ‘“‘Remarks on the Admisst-., 
bility of the Bombardment of London 
by Airships.’ 

“In the present war, international 
treaties do not come into consideration 
as regards the employment of aerial 
craft, especially the bombardment by 
such. The Hague regulations fer war 
on land and sea and The Hague agree- 
ment refer to bombardments by the 
navy and have only regulated war on 
iand and sea, not in the air. 

“The Hague declaration regarding th, 
prohibition against throwing bombs or 
explosives from airships expired in the 
former form, and in the new form 
was not ratified by a part of t bel- 
ligerents, and therefore it does not 
hold good in the present war. 

“Accordingly, when using airships, 
belligerents are bound only by the 
aforementioned regulations, in so far as 
these are consistent with general in 
ternational principles. 

Follows Land and Sea Rules, 

“First of all there can be no doubt 
that international law does not oppose 
bombardment by aerial craft, where 
such is permissible by land and sea 
forces. 

“In this respect the Hague agree- 
ment regarding bombardment by naval 
forces goes further than The Hague 
convention on land warfare, for while, 
according to Article 2% of this conven-

ussians Tell of Finding 720 
Bodies in One Village— 
Some Are Mutilated. 


TABRIZ, Persia, March 31, via. Petro- 

rad and London, April 1.—Preceding the 

eoccupation by the Russians of Salmac 
Plains in Azerbaijan Province, north- 
west of Urumiah, hundreds Of native 
Christians were rounded up by the 
Turks in the village of Haftdewan and 
massacred. Many of these were hunted 
out from the home of friendly Moham- 
medans, who tried to hide them. 

The Russians on entering the village, 
found 720 bodies, mostly naked and mu- 
+tilated. The recovery of bodies from 
wells, pools and ditches and their bur- 
ial kept 300 men busy for three days. 

The wailing of women intensified the 
horror of the scene. Surviving widows 
who were able to identify the bodies of 
their husbands insisted upon digging 
¢raves and burying the bodies. Some of 
the victims had been shot. In other 
cases they were bound to ladders and 
their heads protruding. through, were 
hacked off. Eyes were gouged out and 


flimbs chepped off. 


A general massacre of the 10,000 or 15,- 
000 Christians remaining in Urumiah is 
expected unless it should be averted by 
}orders from Gonstantinople. 

Verbal messages from Urumiah con- 
firm earlier reports that more than 8 
persons already have been killed in that 
neighborhood and that more than 20 
have died of disease. These messages 
also confirm the reports of the maltreat- 
ment of the Rev. Dr. E. T. Allen, an 
American ag pean Urumiah.

BAIRD TO GIVE RULING 


Eqialization Board Asks © for 


- Opitrion When No Assess- 
ment Return Is Made. 


City Counselor Baird has been asked 


by the Board of Equalization for 
opinion on an unusual legal point con- 
cerning the taxation of estates held in 
trust. 

The point has been raised by the 
trustees of the estate of Samuel Cupples, 
millionaire woodenware manufacturer 
and liberal. contributor tq Washington 
University’s finances. It is that, inas- 
much as two of the three trustees of the 
estate reside in St. Louis County, two 
thirds of the Cupples estate is not tax- 
able in the city of St. Louis. 

Robert S. Brookings and Albert N, 
Edwards are the Cupples trustees living 
in the county. The other trustee is Ed- 
ward Hidden, president of the Business 
Men's League, who lives at the St. Louis 
Club. 


Cites Missouri Statutes. 
John H. Overall, attorney for the Cup- 


ples trustees, in raising this: contention 
yesterday ata hearing before the Board 
of Equalization, cited Section 11,337 of 
the Revised Statutes of Missouri, which 
provides that owners of property must 
be taxed by the county in which they 
reside. Overall contended the trustees 
of an estate are the legal owners, while 
it is in trust, and cited several decisions 


an 


Iby courts of other states in support of 


his position. 

The trustees had failed to make a tax 
return on the Cupples estate this year, 
although in 1914 they. made a return of 
$20,170.. Deputy Assessor J. H. Bohle, 
following the custom, when no return is 
made, assesséd the estate at $324,380, 
which was the value of the personalty 
as shown by the inventory filed in the 
Probate Court. 


City May Lose $5000. 
The tax on the estate at the presént 


on the $100 valuation, would be about 
$7500. If Overall’s contention. is sus- 
tained, and the city can collect but one- 
third, the tax would be about $2500 and 
the city thus would lose about $5000 in 
taxes. 

President Schramm of the Board of 
Assessors thinks the estate is taxable in 
St. Louis, because it was probated here. 
The Board of Equalization, on receipt of 
Gounselor Baird’s opinion, will consider 
Overall’s additional contention that the 
assessment is excessive and unreason- 
able.

It was generally believed, 
however, that the stockholders empow- 
ered the directors to negotiate terms of 
a sale and to enter into a ete on the 
most advantageous terms to the cém- 
pany.

Lambert declares he: kept his part of 
the bargain. When the election of 
Chamberlin, who was supported by the 
Lambert forces, appeared inevitable, the 
City Council passed the salary increase 
bill. Overmire and Brown were removed 
just before election, the only public ex- 
planation bejng that it was 
of the service.”’ 

Chamberlin, on the other hand, did 
not keep faith, Lambert says. Lambert 
was not appointed to the office he de- 
sired.

Aftef- 
wards he withdrew, with the expiana- 
tion that the Chamberlin ticket stands 
for his own political principles and he 
didn’t wish to divide its strength. 

After making the affidavit, Lambert 
declared that he, City Treasurer Gerold, 
Comptroller Rodenberger and _ Street 
Commissioner Wuersch were the active 
managers of Chamberlin’s campaign. At 
Chamberlin’s request, however, Lam- 
bert says, these men remained under 
cover as far ag \possible. Joseph L. 
Keys was the ag€tive manager. 

Keys is supporting Mollman this time 
and it was he who persuaded Lambert 
to make the affidavit. Several thousand 
copies. of it are being printed and will be 
circulated among the voters. 

Fell Out With Chamberlin, 

Keys fell out with Chamberlin, he 
says, through the latter’s faiiure to keep 
an ante-election promise to consult a 
committee of 100 business men on all 
such important matters as granting val- 
uable franchises... Chamberlin, Keys de- 
clares, has ignored the business men 
since he has been in office. Keys is one 
of the 50 business men who urged Moll- 
man to get into the fight. 

Keys says he persuaded lambert that 
he owed it to himself: and the public to 
make a sworn statement about how 
Chamberlin “double crossed” him. 

When told of the affidavit this morn- 
ing, Chamberlin said he had no com- 
ment to make about It.

LAMBERT REVEALS [KING ALBERT A TRAGIC 
HERO, SAYS WOMAN WRITER 


Mary Roberts Rinehart Finds Belgian Ruler 
Courteous, Unassuming; Thinks Not of 
Himself, but Only of His People. 


Mary Roberts Rinehart, widely known | 
as a Writer, who was received at an in- 
fotmal audience by King Albert of Bel- 
gium, tells of her impressiggs and se- 
marks -made by the King stiiaing the 
German invasion and condition of the 
Relgians, in a copyrighted ~ article in 
the current issue of the Saturday Eve- } 
ning Post. Mrs. Rinehart is impressed, 
as-was Henry N. Hall of the Post-Dis- 
natch staff during his interview with. 
King Albert, with the unassuming, cour- 
teous bearing of the ruler, and she de- 
scribes him as a tragic gnd heroic fig- 
ure, thinking of himself not at ali but 
of his people. . 

The King expressed great apprecta- 
tion of what Americans have done for 
the homeless Belgians. He praised the 
American -method of. distribution and 
said many would have starved without 
American aid, but added that there was 
still great need. 


Violation of Neutrality. 

In. speaking of the violation of Bel- 
gium’s neutrality, the King said that 
not the slightest importance should be 
attached to German reports, of papers 
found in captured cities which the Ger- 
ruans assert show Belgium had a secret 
understanding with. England. -The King 
said that any such papers were with- 
out importance-or else they would have 
been removed and that they were of 
an unofficial character and of a~kin+ 
known in every country where it is a 
common practice for army organizations 
to provide for different contingencies. 

‘*The German violation of Belgian neu- 
trality was wrong,” the King is igus 


a8 having said. “On Aug. 4 their own 
Chancellor admitted it. Belgium had 
no thought of war.” 

When asked, regarding reports 
atrocities, the King replied: 

“Fearful things have been done, par- 
ticularly during the invasion, but it 
would be unfair to condemn the whole 
German army. Some regiments have 
been most human but others behaved 
very badly. * * * Victims of extreme 
cruelty do not live to tell of it, but Ger- 
man soldiers themselves have told the 
story. We have had here many hun- 
dreds of journals taken from dead or 
imprisoned Germans, furnishing elabor- 
ate details of the most atrocious acts.”’ 

Destruction of Cities, 

The King said that the destruction of 
Many cities and towns by the Germans 
was absolutely needless as was shown 
when they saved all buildings that hap- 
pened to be of particular use to them. 
The King said that the story that Ger- 
mans drive unarmed women and chil- 
dren ahead of them to protect their ad- 
vance has been frequently confirmed 
and that again and again innocent civ- 
ilians of both sexes have been sacrificed 
to protect the invaders. 

Even if the Germans are driven out of 
Belgium it will be many. years, the King 
said, before the country can hope to 
regain any of its old-time prosperity. 
The flooding of much of the most fertile 
ground with sea water, he said, wili 
work tremendous harm to the sdil and 
years will be needed before it can again 
become as productive as formerly.

FOR 150 PUPILS 
READY IN 10 DAYS 


South Grand Avenue Structure 
One of the Largest of Its | 
Kind in the Country. | 


What is expected to be the finest and 
largest open in the United 
States will be opened week .after next 
at 1540 South Grand avenue and 150 chil- 
some of whom have been waiting 
four years, wilt be taken but’ %66 
children who are in need of open air 
schooling will have to be turned away. 

As the building peared completion two 
weeks ago and only the equipment re- 
mained to be placed, instructions were 
given to the Department of Hygiene 
to. make a list of debilitated and anemic 
children from tubercular environment 
who were in need of open air school- 
ing. Director of Hygiene Stewart and 
his assistants found 670 such children 
in the schools. 

Waiting List a Long One. 

Secretary Jones of the Ste Louis 5o- 
e‘ety for the Relief and. Prevention 
T'uberculosig, had a waiting list of 150 
which had been made up in anticipation 
af the opening of the school. Only four 
cf these were duplicated on Dr. Stew- 
art’s list. Striking off the four dupli- 
cates left Secretary Jones with a list 
of 146. These, with the 670 found by Dr. 
Stewart, made a total of $16, of whom 
only 15) can be cared for. 

Those who have waited longest and 
whose need is greatest will be taken 
first. There are. 29 on Secretary Jones’ 
list who have been waiting -since 1911. 
A canvass made by Secretary Jones’ as- 
sistants has disclosed that 92 of the 146 
are ready to start on the opening day. 

The first open-air school in St. Louis 
was built by the Anti-Tuberculosis So- 
ciety in 1911, at Natural Bridge road and 
Semple avenue, at a cost of $1800, and 
has been conducted continuously since. 
It has accommodations for only 25 chil- 
dren. A year ago the Board of Bduca- 
tion took it over, partly» Next week it 
will be taken over completely, except 
that the society will continue to pro- 
vide food for the puplis, and it wilt be 
continued uritil further action is taken 
the board. 

Children Come Long Way. 


Children from all parts of the 
have been cared for at the school, 
of the present pupils come from 6200 
Virginia avenue. The trip one Way 
takes an hour and a quarter. They are 
at school at 8 o'clock each morning. 

The new building has six open-air 
class rooms, and every equipment for 
the comfort and welfare of the chil- 
dren. All pupils will be required to fol- 
low the regulations which are intended 
tc check disease and develop the body. 

Each child, on arriving at the school 
in the morning. will take a shower bath. 
This will be followed by a light break- 
fast. For the open-air class rooms they 
will be supplied with hooded blankets 
and. boots. After the morning lessons 
they will go to the dining room for 
icnch. After lunch there will be one and 
one-half hours’ sleep on the porches, 
where there will be a cot and blanket 
for each child. After bréathing exercises 
the children will recetve a light “‘snack" 
before going to their homes.

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WAGLEY “LOOKS 


LIKE MEPHISTO,” 
GIRL TESTIFIES 


“He Has Hypnotic Power; I’m 
Afraid of Him,” She Says in 
Texas Mann Act Hearing. 


45pecial to the Post-Dispatch. 


FORT WORTH, Tex., April 1.—Miss 
Madeline Coleman, 22 years old, of St. 
Louis, who caused the indictment of §. 
L. Wagley under the Mann act, testi- 
fied in the Federal Court here, at Wag- 
ley’s preliminary hearing. that he had 
rented an apartment for her and Miss 
Dorothy Allen, 23, at 61446 Waterman 
avenue in St. Louis, and had posed as 
their father. 

Wagley, who was arrested in 58t. 
Louis, March 24, and who came here for 
the hearing without requisition, is 55 
years old and is president of the Inter- 
national Manufacturing Corporation, 2044 
Railway Exchange Building, where he 
is promoting his invention for the man- 
ufacture of cheaper gas and gasoline. 

“He has a hypnotic power over me 
and I am afraid of him, ‘“Miss Coleman 
testified. “He wears a wig and he 
looks like Mephisto. He is a smooth 
talker and is always going to have a 
large sum of money.” 

Miss Coleman said she first met Wag- 
ley last July while employed in a physi- 
aian’s office in St. Louis. Wagley came 
there for treatment, she said, and she 
dressed a wound on the back of his 
neck, which he said had been caused 
by a burn of an X-ray. She said she 
was a nurse and a graduate embalmer. 

Miss Coleman said Wagley told her 
he had extensive interests in Texas and 
hoasted he was soon to become a mil- 
lionaire. She said he took such an in- 
terest in her and Miss Allen that 12 
rented the apartment and afterward, in 
August, brovght them to Texas. She 
said he had promised to look after 
them, but had left them penniless here. 

Miss Coleman said she had com- 
plained to the Federal authorities 
against Wagley in an effort to make 
him furnish transportation for her 
return to St. Louis. She denied Wag- 
ley’s charge that she had written let- 
ters asking large sums of money. 
The case was continued until No- 
vember. Wagley its married and his 
grown son is associated with him in 
business in St. Louis.

Co., regarding the discharge sof 49 
members of the’ Telegraphers’ Union 
within the last week and the strike 
which the union has voted to order 
unless the men are reinstated. 

The commissioner said the inter- 
view was a lively one. Close friends 
fof Commissioner Blackman state that 
he was considerably disturbed by the 
action of the telegraph company of- 
ficialg in discarging five more men 
last evening just after he had talked 
with the officials in an effort to find 
a way to avert a strike. 

In the opinion of the commissioner, 
his work would have been aided if 
the telegraph company had let mat- 
ters remain as they were at the time 
of his arrival, 

About 20 union pickets were out- 
side the Western Union office during 
the day trying to secure pledges of 
men and women now at work that 
they would join in a strike if one 
should be called. Sylvester Konen- 
kamp, international president of the 
Telegraphers’ Union, said that some 
'definite action might be taken by the 
men at tonight’s meeting. 

Traffic Manager Armstrong said he 
did not believe there would ~be any 
further reduction of the working 
force of the office,

Group V Concerns Advisers. 

Group V—Article 1. The Chinese Gov- 
ernment shall eniploy forceful Japanese 
as advisers in political, financial and 
military affairs. (Elinated by Japan.) 

Article 2. In the interior of China, 
Japanese shall have the right of owner. 
Ship of land for the building of Japanese 
hospitals, churches and schools. 

Article 3. Since the Japanese Govern- 
ment and the Chinese Government have 
had many cases of dispute between 
Japanese and Chinese police to séttle 
cases which caused no inconsiderable 
misunderstanding, it is for this reason 
necesary that the p@lice of important 
places (in China) shall be jointly ad- 
ministered (by Japanese and Chinese) or 
that the (Chinese) police department of 
these places shall employ numerous 
Japanese for the purpose of organizing 
and improving the Chinese police serv- 
ice. !

About two weeks ago a, so-called Citizens’ Com- 
mittee appointed Democratic and Republican sub-

Learning from the newspapers that the Citi- 
zens’ Committee would meet at the City Club yes- 
terday in an eleventh-hour effort ‘to straighten 
out the School Board situation, I appeared be- 
fore that committee. Seeing the trend of things, 
IT cautioned its members to be impartial as -be- 
tween ths two party committees, both because it 
was right and because it was necessary if they 
hoped to accomplish anything. They could not, 
therefore, insist on one party confining its selec- 
tions to men they had previously approved and 
not do the same with the other party. Yet that’s 
exactly what they did. They have supinely sur- 
rendered to the arrogant Republican committee, 
a committee which from the beginning has never 
shown any disposition to meet their views even 
halfway. If Mr. Johnson was not worthy of the 
indorsement of the Citizens’ Committee before the 
Republican convention, the insistence of the Re- 
publican committee cannot make him so. If Mr. 
Rosskopf was too much of a partisan Republican | 
politician and office seeker before the Repub ean 
convention to suit the Citizens’ Committee, the 
insistence of the Republican committee cannot 
change this. They may both be worthy men, and 
{ don’t gainsay it, but so I am told are Mr. Ernst 
nd Dr. Frankenthal. 

The subcommittee on which I served, trrespec- 
tive of these facts, asked the Democrats to make 
heir selections from the list submitted by the 
MNtizens’ Committee, assuming that the Citizens’ 
‘ommittee would stand steadfast with both par- 
les, 

When I left the Citizens’ Committee meeting 
esterday I understood it would insist on men 
rom its original lists, and failing to get these 
men on the party ticket? it would run an inde- 
pendent ticket. Its failure to abide by this de- 
cision and its surrender to the Republican com- 
mittee stultify it and, “more’s the pity,” hurt the 
muse it was designed to foster.

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-ELECTRICITY’S COST IN ST. LOUIS. 

An order reducing the charges for electric cur- 
rent to 5 cents per unit for the first 120 kilowatt 
hours and 21-2 cents for subsequent consumption 
is asked of the State Public Service Commission 
by William F. Woerner on behalf of St. Louisans. 

The demand that the Union Electric Light and 
Power Co. shall be brought under the policy of 
regulated utilities, which it has heretofore re- 
sisted, is opportune. 

The 91-2-cent rate of the city’s Public Utility 
Commission, decreed in the fall of 1911, was 
evaded by the company through legal proceed- 
ings. 

After the famous court decision holding the 
ordinance invalid on a finely drawn distinction 
between the legal effect of the words “fix” and 
“regulate,” the cémpany voluntarily reduced its 
charge to the present basic rate of 10 cents, 

It contends that its reductions for excess con- 
sumption and rebates for prompt payment give a 
less average rate than the 91-2 cents, but refuses 
any recognition of the terms of the ordinance that 
might concede the principle of regulation. 

Since the city commission's thorough review of 
the status of the company and the factors entering 
into its charges, many things have happened. 

The company has availed itself of current gen- 
erated at amazingly low cost at the great Keo- 
kuk water power installation. 

The Post-Dispatch has brought out the facts 
underlying an ingenious system of contracts and 
of subsidiary corporations joined by interlocking 
directorates, through which the people are de- 
frauded of the benefit of cheap current from the 
Mississippi! water power which they own and all 
the benefits of low production costs secured to 
the stockholders of the electric company. 

The Post-Dispatch has shown that the $18 per 
horsepower which the company pays for current 
to the Keokuk magnates is based on the cost of 
producing electricity with coal; that $7 is added 
tc this cost to the company by payments to an in- 
corporated set of middlemen owning but 10 of the 
150 miles of transmission line: that the charges 
of many private and public plants In cities with- 
out the advantage of water power are much lower 
than charges in St. Louts.

The Semi-Centenary 
of Lincoln’s Death 


OLLOWING the death of -President 
Lincoln in the house across the 


F street from Ford's Theater, where 
he Was shot by John Wilkes Booth, on 
April 14, 1865, an indignation meeting 
was held in Wall street, New York. The 
spirit of riot Was everywhere. In fact, 
the whole North was upset. 
Many feared the war would 
mence and with even more bitter 
hatred. Many also believed that En- 
glead would take advantage of the new 
frenzied uproar, and virtually révive 
a general state of hostilities by recog- 
nizing the now subdued Southern Con- 
federacy. 

Following the impromptu 
meeting in Wall street, an excited mob 


started out bent on destruction. It had 
no definite aim, like most mobs, and 


after some parley decided to wreck one 
of the New York newspapers that prob- 
ably had been criticising acts of the 
Lineoln administration. 

Writhing Ike a herd of maddened 
cattle, the mob swept by the Board of 
Trade. Standing on a balcony and wav- 
‘ing a smell flag a rather youngish man 
attracted attention. In his other hand 
he waved a telegram. The mob halted, 
electrified. 

Before reading the telegram, the 


stranger lifted his right arm, and in a 
loud, clear voicé, said: 

“Fellow Citizens! Clouds and dark- 
ness are round about’ Him! His pavil- 
ion is dark waters and thick clouds of 
‘the skies. Justice and judgment are 
the establishment of His throne! Mercy 
and truth shall go before His face! Fei- 
low citisens! God reigns, and the Gov- 
ernment at Washington still lives!'’

MOURNED BY ALL 
CLASSES IN LONDON 


His Popularity Extended Far Be- 
yond Field of Financial and 
Social Activities. 


LONDON, April 1—The news of the 
death of Lord Rothschild, which circu- 


| lated throughout the city just as busi- 


ness men were leaving their offices yes- 
terday evening caused a shock, for be- 


sides the great power he wielded, Lord 
Rothschild was one of the most popular 
men in London. This popularity spread 
far beyond financial, social and sport- 
ing circles, as all classes shared in his 
benevolence. Once a year every omni- 
bus in London was decorated with his 
racing colors, for on that day ha sent 
to each driver and conductor a brace 
of pheasants. In Jewish circles the 
death of the Baron leaves a vacancy 
which there is none to fill. 

With his other manifold duties Roths- 
child devoted a great amount of time 
and money to his poorer co-religionists. 
Since the war began he added to all 
}these voluntary duties the presidency 
of the British Red Cross Society, which 
has raised by subscriptions §7,500,000 
within a few months for. the care of 
the wounded, and it is belleved@ that 
the accompanying work and worry had 
much to do with his death. 

Royalty Sends Condolences. 

Among the first to send condolences 
to the family were the King and Queen 
and the Queen mother Alexandra. 

Lord Rothschild’s heir, the Hon. Lio- 
nel W. Rothschild, who rejoined his 
regiment, the Royal Bucks Yeomanry, 
at the outbreak of the war, is not so 
well known as other members of the 
family. He has devoted his attention 
to the study of zoology and has been a 
constant supporter of racing. Although 


jin the House of Commons for a time 


he took little part in the proceedings. 

Lord Rothschild’s full name was Na- 
than Mayer Rothschild. He was first 
Baron Rothschild, and the head of the 
British branch of the great banking 
firm bearing his name. His death oc- 
curred at his London residence at 4:30 p. 
m. Lord Rothschild underwent an op- 
eration on Saturday, the first intima- 
tion of this being contained in a bulls- 
tin sent to the London papers late Sat- 
urday night, in which it was stated that 
he was progressing satisfactorily. Fu- 
neral services will be held Friday at 
Willesden, a northwest suburb. 

First Jew in Parliament. 

Lord Rothschild was born Nov. 8, 1840, 
eldest son of the late Baron Lionel Na- 
than de Rothschild, and was created an 
English peer in 18%. Lord Rothschild 
was the first member of the Jewish 
faith ever elected to the British Par- 
Hament, where he represented Aylse- 
bury from 1865 to 1885, the year he was 
made a peer. He was educated in En- 
giand and he married Emma, a daugh- 
ter of Baron Charles de Rothschild of 
Frankfort. 

It was the grandfather of Baron 
Rothschild, who also bore the name 
of Nathan, who founded the English 
branch of the famous house and who 
made some of his greatest deals in 
finance as a result of the battle of 
Waterloo. Nathan Rothschild himself 
rode a horse to the battifield and as 
soon as he saw the rout of the French 
begin he spurred his steed to Brussels, 
took a age to Ostend, crossed the 
channel in a rowboat, and for some 
time before the news of the victory was 
generally known he optimistically bought 
virtually everything in sight. 

While it is unknown just what per- 
tian of the Rothschild fortune was in 
the possession of the member who died 
yesterday, the total Rothschild wealth 
has been estimated often as high as 
$2,000,000,000. This sprung from the fact 
that at the beginning of the revolution 
in America the English hired the forces 
offered by the landgrave of Hesse-Cas- 
sel for $40,000,000, and that the land- 
grave intrusted this money to a poor 
shopkeeper, Maier Amschel, who had 
gained the landgrave’s confidence 
through his skill at chess. Amschel, to 
distinguish his house from, others: on 
the narrow street in which he lived in 
Frankfort, placed a red shield on the 
door, which gave rise to the name— 
Rothschild.

Let Applicants Do Talking. 

“TI can tell more in 20 minutes conver- 
-sation with a man,” Tolkacz declared, 
“than the endorsements can tell me, 
and 1 do that by letting him do all the 
talking. I shall recommend tho indi- 
vidual who suits my ideals most exactly, 
but if, the next day, a man I think is 
hetter comes alone, I shall unhesitat- 
ingly choose him. ‘Letters of endorse- 
ment are too easy to get. Many busi- 
ness men write them to get rid quickest 
ond easiest of somebody who is boring 
them.”’ 

Toikacz made it plain that his ideal 
Park Commissioner is the Dwight F. 
Davis kind, only more so. He must be 
a oman who has given. considerable 
thought to the sociological problems in- 
‘volved in+tpublic recreations.

Late Market in New York Shows 
a Rather Uncertain 
Tone. 


Hy Beasxed Wire From the New York 
Burean of the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, April 1.—The Evenings 
Post, in its copyrighted ananciat review 

today, says: 

“Prices on the Stock Exchange 
were driven alternately up and down, 
with considerable violence, under three 
conflicting influences. Professional 
Wall street sold pretty heavily, both 
taking‘prolits and openigg fresh specu- 
lations for the decline. for London ac- 
count also sales were fairly heavy, and 
it Was believed that still larger orders 
overhung the market, placed at a some- 
What higher level. But both these in- 
fluences were 8 ono a hat by a re- 
newed inrush of ordems from the home 
public, whose imagination appeared 
be stimulated, not only by the influences 
previously dominant, but by the Stock 
Exchange committee’s announcement 
abolishing minimum price restrictions. 

“Rightly enough, this action was ac- 
cepted as an expression of confidence in 
the maintenance of reasonable values 
irrespective of foreign liquidation. From 
the larger view of things, the main 
source Of gratification over the decision 
is that it removes a disturbing and, un- 
der certain circumstances, dangerous in- 
cumbrance to the Stock Exchange posi- 
tion.

Early Market Is Strong. 
“Most stock rose at the start, 
mcr yielded under pressure, and ad- 
vanced again, declined again; repeated 
the process; rose, in the early afternoon, 
to the best prices of the day, and a level 
higher than yesterday's closing. Then, 
in the final hour, they became extreme- 
iy irregular. Such lately excited stocks 
as Bethlehem Steel and Rock Island 
swung about with much violence; the 
first falling 2% points, recovering 4%, 
and then falling back to the opening 
price; the second, rising a point and 
then breaking 4 points. The market as 
a whole suggested a somewhat tumult- 
uous culmination of the recent excited 
movement. 

“The expediency of the special New 
York credits, such as London’ is now 
undoubtedly planning to establish with 
View to protecting its exchange mar- 
ket, Was strongly illustrated by today’s 
Bank of England statement. Decrease 
of 316,900,000 gold since a week ago— 
which must have been mainly for other 
purposes than shipment from Ottawa 
io New York—has combined with an in- 
crease Of $113,000,000 in loans and of $91,- 
000,000 in deposit liabilities. The loan 
expansion and the deposit increase (all 
of the last named change coming in the 
Government account) were largely 
caused by .this week’s placing of $75,- 
(00,000 treasury bills in London. But the 
outcome of all these movements at the 
bank is a falling of the ratio of re- 
serve to liability to the extremely low 
figure of 18% per cent. This is lower 
than any ratio reported since the war 
began except for the four weeks of En.- 
glish gold hoarding in August. Even 
then the worst showing was 14% per 
cent in the London panic week itself. 

“It would certainly seem to have been 
the part of wisdom for the bank to have 
guarded its gold reserves before this 
present week, through raising special 
credits in New York. Our market does 
not need the gold coming in from Otta- 
wa, but England's market does. There 
is nothing intrinsically unsound in the 
process of thus controlling the ex: 
changes, and if Lombard street has 
hesitated because of dislike at confess- 
ing dependence on New York it may 
best put its pride in its pocket. 

Loan Is Well Taken. 

“The French Government’s one-year 5 
per cent bonds were largely subscribed 
for by both individuals and institutions. 
There were alsq some large applications 
from investment interests, which were 
attracted by the 5% per cent return pro- 
vided by the price at which the $50,000,- 
#00 offering was made. The city of 
Philadeiphia sold today a $2,000,000 of 
40-year 444 per. cent serial bonds at 102%. 

“In addition to the applications for 
loans from foreign Governmenta 
through the sale here on treasury bonds 
or the creation of credits, there were 
many requests for accommodation from 
Canadian states and municipalities.

Many of these loans have 
been well placed, but the demand for 
such accommodations has reached di- 
mensions which make it necessary for 
the borrowers to offer even higher in- 
terest rates than those named in the 
loans placed here last month.
